The oMensible publisher of a certain local 
print understands that a petition will be put 
in circulation this weak asking tbe Legisla- 
ture to pass » Bill atenring the freedom of 
the Press. What I Is not the Press of ibis 
colony fteo ! Judging by some specimens, 
many sensible pertuiiH think that the freedom 
of tbe Press runs riot ia licentiousness. But 
it ie alleged with an ai: of serioneneja ladi- 
orons in tbe extreme, that in order that the 
Press may t>« frea the telograph company 
must be placed under legal obligations to 
supply all newspapers with the same news 
dispatches and on exactly the same terms in 
every respect. It ie surely net necessary that 
we should expose the alter absurdity of such 
a comical proposition, Like most indivi- 
duals, firms or companies transacting bu»i- 
neis in the coun'ry, the telegraph o: mpany 
very possibly imagine that they have tho 
right, within certain well known bnnnds, to 
manege their own business ; aud, uolnss the 
prop Bed legislation went far enough to malie 
all newspapers alike good and hale customers, 
the company might imagine their freedom to 
be somewhat infringed by tho obligation to 
serve all alike, without the right to exeroi«o 
any discretion as to tho probable pormti 
nonoy of any particular newspaper and tbe 
ability of its proprietor to pay for snob ser- 
vioe. Then, ogaiu, there is this difficulty iu 
tbe way of enforced uniformity : There are, 
for iiiHtatice, two papets in this city. 'The 
leading ono deniros to five its readers two 
thouiaud words of telegraphic ntws daily. 
The other wants only six hundred words a 
day. Is tho community to be put oil with 
the paltry nix hundred woitD uod tbo lead- 
ing paper douied the right to take mote 'f Or 
iu tho Hix hundred word chup to bo compelled 
to luko two tbousmd ? Again, assuming 
that there wero a Uuilormtty Bill passed, 
it oould not well restrict the company to a 
lower rote than ono c«nt a wort), (Jould it 
provont the company charging less or, tor 
.the matter of that, supplying any patticular 
paper free r Still further, assuming that all 
this could bn accomplished by legislation, 
wo do not btlioves it would meet tho particu 
lar case of tho local print Becking legislation 
on the subject. That print would require 
freedom Irom other financial responsibilities 
than those luourrtd with the telograph com- 
pany. In truth, nothing 'hort of a Bdl 
whieb wonld supply it with Money and with 
Brains would meet tbo casu, and wo would 
respectfully suggest that the petition may be 
prepared with a view to tbeia contingencies.

Tub crime of which be was cou 
rioted was the wilful murder of Robert 
Clarks at Piumper Pass in Iho nioutb of 
Julj last — tho cirourneiuuces aUODriin fr which 
mu8l bo still fresh ii» the miudu of oar read- 
ire. The evidence upon which conviction 
vfo'i had was furnished 'oj an Indian boy, 
who sworo that Tom jshut Clarke because 
another while man had bonten him (Tom) 
lor bringing whisky to nu Indian camp- 
Tom bufiUK resolved to destroy tho first 
While ui»o ho iuoi la if'ilieva hiinsolf of [lie 
odium oi having bumi punished. The In- 
dian toy, to support bit evidence, led riorgc. 
MoMillau to a spjt where Tom had secreted 
certain article* belonging to Claike Which 
ho had appropriated afiet the killing. Tom 
from firil to IttBl denied havinj; shot Oluike 
and yesterday morning r«lna»d to leave bis 
cell. Ho *«« accordingly raised in ibearuii 
of policemen and named to tho scaffold— 
making only a pnsnivtj resistance, When the 
tope was put about his neck he trembled 
• lightly anu thoc sddieiied the Indians, ol 
whom a large umnbar were gathered aronod. 
Ida reiterated his inuoceo'ee and said that 
tho boy had lied; he oaargerJ his countrjmen 
pre*ont to search lor tho murderer ui.u 
when found to biiriK him to jastloe aod esf' 
cution, so lhal the I'yhee ( Governor) would 
provide for his (Tom's) oliildien. Al the 
clone of bid addross a ebon prayer was of 
(•red in which Torn joined and the trap 
was immediately spruog uad the wretch' d 
roan Uunobed into eternity. A lew eone 
vulsive movements of the hands were the 
only BTideaoe of BuSering, und ulier the 
lapse of a few seconds the body hung inani- 
mate. Tho neck was broken by the fall. 
After b»n|4inj; tho legal timo life was pro- 
nounced etimct and (da body was bunded 
over lo Tom 1 * tiibc, who immediately started 
lor homo with it in a canoe.

Copperrnno m Hodges— This was an action 
by plaintiff ou a writ of replevin to recover 
goods taken by de'endant by a writ of distress 
for rent of bousa for lour months at $6 per 
month. Plaintiff sustained her acliou by pro- 
ducing four receipts for rent for the months ol 
.Ally, August, September unci October, The 
faur months are claimed as due by Hodges the 
defendant, who states in evidence that be bad 
efl with Mrs Copperman the four receipts 
■without his signature ; such was his custom 
with hi- tennants month by month, and ho 
only signed them wheu Ibav were paid. He 
positively denies ever having Blgned the re- 
ceipts tbua produced aad that Mr3 Copperman 
aevsr claimed that her rent was paid until 
aftor h» f.ommonced to enforce payment. De- 
fendant also proved by evidence that plaintiff 
offered to pay hiui lor the mooth of Uctaber, 
although sbo had presented tho receipt for Ihe 
Barao mouth witb Hodges' name thereto.

Pursuant to notice convening a. meeting of 
householders and freeholders of this city to 
take into consideration the best method of 
raising n school fund for the year, a large 
number galbored at the Citj Council (Jhnin- 
hsra last evening, when His tVorship Mayor 
Uohernon took the Chair. Tha chairman in- 
troduced tho obji'ct of the meeting In a very able 
speech, urging upon tho people the necessity 
ot immediate action being taken by thu people 
iu the prr.siint oniergeucy in order that the free 
school system mignt be saved from entire c.\- 
lincliou in tbia city. Ho said that, however 
imperfect the present school law was, and 
ho tvevur objectionable it was to ihe people, it 
was the best and only tsaaus that the Board 
of Education had at ihrir command, nnd ex- 
pediency demanded that the best use possible 
should be made of it. Coun. McKay moved 
tho following resolution, wUicli was seconded 
hj Coun. Gerow: 

Itb!sot.TBi) — TUat in the opinion of this tueot- 
iog it is expedient that tho Local Hoard of 
Kducatisn lor tho City ot Victoria do upply 
forthwith to the Governor iu Council for u. 
grant of public money lo aid the maintenance 
of a common school iu ths City oi Victoria, 
and that eaid Board do, In cuso such grant 
shall be iiisullicieiit for the said purpose, raiso 
tho balance of tho monies required lor the 
purpose nloresaid by a. general rate of $2 per 
head per annum upon ail residents In the City 
of Victoria aforesaid. 

Mr Jesaop spoke briefly in support of the 
motion. 

MrC fl Brown also made a few able remarks 
iu favor of the schools. IJo did not at all 
approve of tha present law, but he thought it 
would be bettor to mako the best of it tlinu to 
be without schools.
